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The 1999/2000 year has heralded the 
AGO’s departure to new frontiers.

The Art Gallery of Ontario is constantly pushing beyond its boundaries 
— geographical, intellectual, operational — to explore new spheres 

of activity. As national borders are transcended by online technology, 
as once accepted philosophies are questioned by new concepts, the 
AGO is also embracing change. 

In 1999/2000 one of the most notable changes is the remarkable gift 
to the AGO’s collection of African art by Murray Frum. These works 
signal a dramatic change to our collection, which is primarily Canadian 
and Western European in its content. In another light, however, it also 
represents a natural evolution in our collection, which has been built 
over our 99-year history through the philanthropy of local private 
collectors. The Frum African collection provides us with a wonderful 
opportunity to explore the relationship of these magnificent works 

to others in our permanent collection. 

Our major exhibition of the year, Krieghoff: Images of Canada, also 
provided us with a unique opportunity to expand traditional viewpoints 
of Canadian art. The Krieghoff exhibition presented the artist’s role 

as an interpreter of Canadian life in the mid-19th century. In response 
to this exhibition, students from four Toronto high schools were invited 
to create their own representations of Canadian life, in response 

to Krieghoff’s work. The result is Momentos: Krieghoff Reconsidered, 
which can be viewed on the AGO’s website. 

One of the AGO’s most significant “boundary-pushing” achievements in 
1999/2000 is still a work in progress — our partnership with the State 
Hermitage Museum in St. Petersburg. The AGO is working on a four- 
exhibition project with the State Hermitage. The first in the series will 
be shown at the AGO in the spring of 2001: a magnificent presentation 
of works by Peter Paul Rubens and his contemporaries, plus a selection 
of decorative arts of the 17th century. The AGO will be the exclusive 
world venue for these masterworks. But equally significant is the second 
exhibition — a selection of Canadian art to be organized by the AGO 
and shown at the State Hermitage Museum in 2002. 

The 1999/2000 has heralded the AGO’s departure to new frontiers.

> A gift of 64 pieces from the 


renowned collection of Dr. Murray 
Frum, in addition to the 14 works 
that he gifted in 1997, has placed 
the AGO among the important 
collections of African art in 

the world. Drawn mainly from 
the cultures of West and Central 
Africa, and spanning more than 
500 years, it is a remarkable 
addition to our holdings. The 
nineteenth century Triple Faced 
Helmet Mask from the Ekoi tribe 
in Nigeria is the only known 
mask of its kind with three faces 
and ranks among the handful 


of masterpieces of this style. 


> The AGO’s active collecting 
of Expressionist works was given 
a big boost by the acquisition 

by the Research Library of 
Genius: Zeitschrift fur alte und 
werdende Kunst, published 

in Munich between 1919-1921. 
Appearing among its contributors 
are such famous names as 
Hesse and Kafka. The scholarly 
journal is equally noted for 

its illustrations — woodcuts and 
lithographs by, among others, 
Richard Seewald, Karl Schmidt- 
Rotluff and Erich Heckel.

> This year Alma Duncan donated 
four of her original works to the 
Gallery, including the 1940 
canvas Male Model. The model, 
caught in aq moment of quiet 
introspection, conveys a sense of 
deep humanity. Duncan’s practice 
challenged the 19th-century 
European tradition of life drawing 
that persisted in Montreal’s 

Ecole des Beaux-Arts. Her works 
enrich the AGO’s collection of

1930s and 1940s. 


> Among significant purchases 
made this year was Roy Kiyooka’s 
series of 18 silver prints entitled 
Rocks at Peggy’s Cove, Nova Scotia 
from 1972, one of seven major 
photographic pieces acquired 
from the artist’s estate. Renowned 
across Canada as a painter, 

poet and teacher, Kiyooka began 
creating photo-conceptual work 
in the early 1970s, work that 
prepared the way for lan Wallace, 
Jeff Wall, and others of a younger 


generation.

The AGO is committed to creating opportunities for people to explore art and 
discover its meaning. We constantly seek programming and presentation methods 
that open up new experiences and thoughts. And in our efforts to find different 
ways to look at and think about art, we agim to make the experience of museum- 


going refreshing and new. 


> The 1999/2000 year opened 
with The Invisible Made Visible: 
Angels from the Vatican (April 24- 
June 27, 1999), organized by Art 
Services International. Over 100 
rare works of art and artifacts 
spanning three thousand years 
depicted the many ways that angels 
have inspired the imaginations 

of great artists throughout the 
centuries. Our thanks go to 
Chrysler Canada Ltd., Bell Canada 
and the Hill Family for their 


generous support of the exhibition. 


> The Old Masters: Great 
Renaissance and Baroque Paintings 
from the Capitoline Museum, Rome 
(July 15-September 26, 1999) 
organized by the Wadsworth 


Atheneum, Hartford, Connecticut, 
presented 21 remarkable paintings 
and featured Michelangelo da 
Caravaggio’s St. John the Baptist. 
This exhibition was both a critical 
and popular success with Toronto 
summer audiences and drew over 
60,000 visitors. Wildeboer Rand 
Thomson Apps & Dellelce, Barris- 
ters and Solicitors sponsored this 
exhibition, with additional support 
from the Istituto Italiano di Cultura,

> The exhibition From Michelangelo

This exhibition was sponsored

> In its contemporary program- 
ming, the AGO featured the Cindy 
Sherman Retrospective (October 1, 
1999-January 2, 2000), jointly 
organized by The Museum of 
Contemporary Art, Los Angeles, 


and the Museum of Contemporary 


Art, Chicago. Sherman’s riveting 
photographs make her one of 

this generation’s most influential 
artists. Visitors to this controver- 
sial exhibition were encouraged 
to record their personal comments, 
which were installed inside the 
exhibition to become a part of 
the visiting experience. The AGO’s 
presentation of the exhibition 

was generously supported by Carol 
and David Appel, Margaret and 
Jim Fleck, Philip B. Lind, Alison 
and.Alan Schwartz, Sandra 
Simpson, Jeff Tauber and an 


anonymous donor. 


> Present Tense, the AGO’s 
ongoing series of intimate, 
focused exhibitions of new 
works by contemporary artists, 
featured both Canadian and 
international artists during the 
year: Karen Henderson, Juan 
Geuer and Cliff Eyland. The 
Present Tense series is sponsored 


by The Contemporary Circle. 
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> waste management (April 7- 
July 11, 1999), organized by the 
AGO, featured works of art made 
from recycled articles of today’s 
“disposable society” by Canadian 
and international artists, includ- 
ing Tom Friedman, Germain Koh, 
Daniel Olson, Sandra Rechico, 
Joseph Scanlon, David Shrigley 
and Kelly Wood. waste manage- 
ment is the first exhibition in the 
contemporary series Pulse, creat- 
ed to position Canadian artists 

in an international context and to 
introduce rising international 
artists to Canadians. Sponsored

> The Gallery also mounted a 
number of exhibitions documenting 
significant aspects of the develop- 
ment of Canadian art. A Collector’s 
Vision: J.S. McLean and Modern 
Painting in Canada (May 20- 
September 6, 1999), featured 70 
paintings gifted to the AGO’s 
collection by Canadian industrialist 
J.S. McLean (1876-1954). McLean 
was a passionate collector of 
works by Toronto-based artists 
such as A.Y. Jackson, David Milne, 
Paraskeva Clark, Carl Schaefer 
and their contemporaries during 
the 1930s and 1940s. The McLean 
gift greatly influenced the Gallery’s 
development as a centre for 


Canadian art. The exhibition was 


generously supported by The 


McLean Foundation. 


> The exhibition Helen McNicoll: 
A Canadian Impressionist 
(September 10-December 12, 
1999) presented over 50 paintings 
depicting the rituals of everyday 
Canadian life in late Victorian and 
Edwardian times. Organized by the 
AGO, the exhibition was the first 
retrospective of Helen McNicoll 

in 75 years and celebrated her 
contribution to art in Canada. 
The exhibition was sponsored by 
The Fraser Elliott Foundation in 


memory of Betty Ann Elliott. 


> The AGO’s major exhibition 

of 1999/200 was Krieghoff: Images 
of Canada (November 26, 1999- 
March 5, 2000), the first full-scale 
retrospective of this significant 


19th-century painter. The exhibi- 
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tion illuminated Krieghoff’s 


considerable skill and narrative 
power as a painter, while revealing 
his relationship to his adopted 
country as it evolved from colony 
to nation. The exhibition included 
an interactive play area called 
“The Hearth”, where families and 
children could explore the life 
and times of Cornelius Krieghoff 
through music, stories, games 
and other activities. School group 
programs enabled students to 
gain a better insight into Canadian 
daily life, politics and people in 
the 19th century. In partnership 
with The Art of Change, a British 
collective of artists, educators 
and multi-media designers, the 
AGO organized a workshop where 
students from four Toronto sec- 
ondary schools created their own 
representations of Canadian life. 


The images created through this 


workshop, known as Momentos: 
Krieghoff Reconsidered, have 

been posted on the AGO’s website 
in the form of virtual postcards. 
Following its showing in Toronto, 
the exhibition began a cross- 
Canada tour. Our thanks go to

Over the past few decades, museum management has evolved into a complex and 
challenging profession. The AGO continually strives to develop innovative approaches 
and establish new levels of expertise in this rapidly changing environment. The 
following highlights are a few examples of ways in which AGO staff and volunteers 
demonstrated leadership in 1999/2000: 


> A key aspect of professional development is creating opportunities 
to share experiences and new ideas with colleagues from sister 
institutions. AGO staff and volunteers were active participants in the 
annual conference of the Canadian Museums Association in April 1999, 
and served as moderators and panelists in workshops dealing with 
audience research, education, financial management, retail, special 
events and voluntarism. In May 1999 AGO conservators, in partnership 
with other local professionals, developed, organized and hosted a 
symposium that showcased recent research on paper artifacts. Over 
225 participants from 20 countries took part in the symposium to share 
examination and interpretation techniques. And in June 1999, the 

AGO co-hosted with the Royal Ontario Museum a three-day conference 
for art museum membership managers, in which colleagues across 
North America gathered to discuss initiatives and techniques in 


recruiting and retaining membership. 
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The economic challenges facing art museums 
today often result in an environment of constant 
change in the workplace. Our staff and volunteers 
meet these changes with resilience, resolution 
and a determination to provide the public with 
the best experience possible. 


> As the AGO’s collection grows, so must the expertise of the staff 
working with it. In response to the AGO’s acquisition of a unique 
collection comprising over 1500 frames from the Renaissance period to 
modern times, AGO staff traveled to England to research the history 

of frames, technical examination procedures and reframing techniques. 
With this new in-house expertise, the AGO is able to undertake the 
re-framing of a select number of paintings throughout the Gallery using 
its new collection of Old Master frames. In this way, the AGO can 


showcase these remarkable frames while presenting works from the 


collection in a new light. 


> An integral part of the AGO’s 
professional development is the support 
that it provides to young colleagues 
entering the field. Each year, the AGO 
welcomes over 20 co-op students and 
interns to work with and learn from 
AGO staff. Our students and interns 
are placed in a variety of areas through- 
out the Gallery, including education, 
design, marketing, human resources, 
curatorial and conservation. The AGO 
is pleased to have this opportunity 

to demonstrate the variety of positions 
involved in operating an art museum 
and to provide young professionals 


with valuable hands-on experience. 


> A volunteer program launched this year has brought a new facet 


of talent closer to the AGO. “Teens Behind the Scenes” provides 

the AGO with two different avenues to cultivate voluntarism in the 
teen population. Teen volunteers joined the AGO as youth tour guides 
and developed their skills in art interpretation, public speaking and 
audience interaction. Or they joined the Teen Council and worked 

with the AGO in developing and organizing events for youth audiences. 
In its first year, the “Teens Behind the Scenes” program met with 
tremendous success, with its first event “Shocking Vibes”, drawing 


over 800 participants. 


> AGO staff and volunteers share a commitment to lead as professionals 
and innovators in their fields. The economic challenges facing art 
museums today often result in an environment of constant change in 
the workplace. Our staff and volunteers meet these changes with 
resilience, resolution and a determination to provide the public with 
the best experience possible. Our thanks goes to all of our staff and 
volunteers — whether front of house or behind the scenes — for their 


admirable performance throughout 1999/2000.

> The AGO’s “Studio Visit” black-tie fundraising gala demonstrated 
the remarkable impact that individuals can have on the Gallery. This 
sold-out event featured an auction of exclusive time in the studios 

of leading artists and personal tours with art celebrities. Our thanks 
go to AGO board member Sandra Simpson, for creating and chairing 
“Studio Visit”; to the artists and personalities who donated their time;
